State Closes Fiscal Year 
With 1st Surplus In Decade 


HARRISBURG (A P)-G ov. Law­ 
rence reports the state ended the 
1961-62 fiscal year with a $16.6 mil­ 
lion surplus, m arking the first 
time in a decade the Common­ 
wealth is out from under a deficit 
in its spending program . 
Total revenue for the fiscal pe­ 
riod was reported at $1,027 billion 
some $3 7 million over estimates 
and total spending was $986.3 
million. That is, $11.5 million less 
than appropriated. The fiscal pe­ 
riod ended June 30. 
The 1961-62 fiscal period began 
with a deficit of $33.3 million. 


MORE FOR SCHOOLS 
The surplus revenue, state offi­ 
cials said, will provide: 
—$3.4 million for public schools 
and $296,792 for P e n n e y Iv ama 
State University. 
—$8.9 million to help balance 
the new 1962-63 budget. 
—$3 9 million to help pay off 
World War II 
veterans' bonus 
bonds. 
The surplus was some $7 7 mil 
lion more than state fiscal man 


agers had estim ated last January 
Lawrence and other top Demo­ 
crats were clearly pleased by the 
outcome. The governor had made 
elimination of the deficit a corner 
stone of his administration. 
When he took office from for 
mer Gov. George M. Leader—also 
Democrat—in 1959 the state’ 
deficit had accumulated to $141 
million. The first post World War 
ll deficit was recorded in the 1951 
53 biennium. The deficit continued 
to pile up as the state spent more 
each year than it gathered in rev­ 
enue from the state’s two main 
money raisers, tho corporate net 
income tax and the sales tax.

The surplus is expected to fig 
ore in the current 1962 guberna 
tonal campaign. Democrats are 
expected to cite it as evidence of 
fiscal responsibility.

Kennedy says he is giving very 
serious consideration to urgings 
from business and labor for an 
immediate income tax cut. And 
he feels Congress should think 
hard about it too. 
But, he told his news conference 
Thursday, the decision whether 
taxes snould be reduced now or 
next year will depend on 
the 
economy’s health as reflected by 
basic economic indicators. 
Kennedy said he and his ad­ 
visers will be watching these in­ 
dicators 
closely 
“ in 
the 
next 
months.” 


WATCH SITUATION 
“ If we feel that the situation 
in the economy warrants a tax 
cut then, of course, we would 
recommend it,” he said. 
For the present, said Kennedy, 
he will keep to his plan for tax 
reductions 
and 
other 
revisions 
next year, 
He emphasized, however, that 
he and Congress should pay heed 
to recommendations from such 
diverse 
quarters 
as 
the 
U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
AFL-CIO for an early tax reduc­ 
tion. 


BASIC QUESTION 
“ But the basic question will be 
to try to m ake an analysis as to 
the health of the economy over 
the next m onths,” he added, “ and 
whether 
’63 is the appropriate 
time or now.” 
In the meantime, he said, the 
administration will press for con­ 
gressional action on present eco­ 
nomic legislation, 
including the 
bill to give tax credit for plant 
and machine modernization and 
the antidepression 
measures to 
give him standby authority to cut 
taxes and launch a public works 
program.

sist. Again using the CD-firemen’a 
radio network with Its Quick Call 
center here. the firemen called 
Metropolitan Edison Co. crews at 
12:17 o’clock to cut off electricity 
in lines which had burned through 
or were threatened. 


TWO 
TRACTORS 
BURN 
Taylor credited speedy arrival 
of the Arendtsville and Benders­ 
ville firemen with preventing th# 
spread of the blaze to other build­ 
ings near the barn.

Taylor said he had intended to 
sell the hogs and steers recently 
but because of the price offered 
had decided to hold them awhile 
hoping the price would rise. The 
loss, he said, was only partially 
covered by insurance. 
Also destroyed in the blaze was 
new roof constructed recently 
over part of the barnyard by 
Taylor.

STRONG APPEALS 
Legislation—He opened the con­ 
ference with strong appeals to 
Congress to pass his foreign aid 
and medical care measures. As­ 
sistance programs "are vital to 
our security," he said. On medi­ 
cal care for the elderly—in view 
of the fact that doctors’ fees are 
not included in his proposal and 
the 
government 
already 
helps 
build hospitals, Kennedy said he 
found the American Medical As­ 
sociation’s "extreme hostility to 
this bill somewhat incomprehen­ 
sible.” 
Sugar Lobby — Kennedy called 
lobbying by foreign sugar inter­ 
ests to secure quotas for sales in 
this country "an unfortunate situ­ 
ation.” legislation already passed 
and amendments just introduced 
will gradually minimize quotas 
and produce less lobbying, he said 
"and I think we ought to have 
less of it." 
Soviet Union—The United States 
is attempting to reduce the chance 
of conflict with the Soviet Union 
in a variety of ways and to main­ 
tain its own security and peace of 
the Free World, he said. "That is 
the object of our policy.” 
NUCLEAR POLICY 
Nuclear Policy—Contrary to So­ 
viet 
Premier Khrushchev’s ag­ 
gressive charge, Kennedy found 
Secretary of Defense Robert S. 
McNamara was constructive in a 
recent speech advocating the re­ 
striction of atomic war to military 
targets and discouraging the crea­ 
tion of new, independent nuclear 
forces—as by France. The United 
States, Kennedy said, feels a nu­ 
clear force under NATO protects 
Western Europe. 
Campaigns — Deciding whether 
to campaign only for Democrats 
who have supported his rmyfor 
programs or for all who want him 
should not cause a problem, Ken­ 
nedy speculated, since those who 
want him to campaign have gen­ 
erally backed him in Congress. 
He declined to offer advice to Cal­ 
ifornia Gov.

Civil Rights—Kennedy said he 
will follow through on a campaign

Shelters — Kennedy urged Con­ 
gress to act this year on an ex­ 
tensive fallout shelter program. 
Japan — The United States has 
encouraged Japan and other coun­ 
tries to invest in business enter­ 
prises here, he said, particularly 
in areas of high unemployment. 
Heavy U.S. investments overseas 
have helped upset the balance of 
payments, he said, and tile pur­ 
pose is to bring matching foreign 
capital to this country.

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New, Secret Electronic 
Lock For Nuclear Weapons 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 
WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 
I'nited Slates has Biformed its 
European allies of the successful 
development of a new, secret elec­ 
tronic lock which ain be used to 
reinforce safeguards against the 
accidental or unauthorized firing 
of nuclear weapon*. 
President Kennedy is expected to 
ask Congress soon for an appro­ 
priation of funds to complete work 
on the device, start manufacture 
and begin installation in nuclear 
weapons. 
Th# Allies were told through the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion, k was learned, that the new 
electronic lock will broaden the 
margin of safety in nuclear wea­ 
pons control systems and strength­ 
en the exercise of direct control 
over weapons by top commanders. 
IJ S. officials said the develop­ 
ment of increasingly secure con­ 
trol systems becomes more im­ 
portant as the number of weapon*, 
increases 
ALREADY PERFECTED 
The locking device is already 
perfected for the larger nuclear 
weapons such as those warheads 
deployed in the European NATO 
area for use on medium range 
ballistic missiles. According to 
present plans the first operational 
use of the device will be in the 
forward missile deployment area. 
The device is authoritatively de­ 
scribed as an electro-mechanical 
system controlled by a radio sig­ 
nal to be sent from a command 
headquarters remote from the ac­ 
tual missile site. 
In effect, the device in its nor­ 
mal position makes a break in 
the electrical circuit necessary to 
<he firing of the nuclear warhead. 
It couldn’t be fired until an auth­ 
orized commander dispatched the 
necessary coded radio signal that 
would operate the device. The de- 
Nice itself would not do the firing 
but it would control the arming 
of the warhead. This is compara­ 
ble to cocking a riflt in advance 
of firing it by pulling the trigger.

CHINESE NOTE 
FREEDOM LINE 
FOR RELIGION

TOKYO 
fAP> — Communist 
China has announced that it will 
maintain its version of religious 
freedom for a long time to come. 
It conceded, however, that it has 
been guilty of errors in its reli­ 
gious policy. 
These declarations were made 
by Chang Chih-yi. deputy director 
of the Communist party’s united 
work front department, in the 
April issue of Nationalities Issue. 
a translation of which has just 
been made available here. They 
were part of a restatement of the 
Chinese line on religion. 
Chang noted thai the principal 
religions in China are Catholicism. 
Islam. 
Buddhism. Taoism, and 
Christianity, by which he presum­ 
ably meant Protestantism. 
HAVE LONG HISTORY 
“These five different religioas 
not only have a long history but 
will exist for quite a long period 
of time to come after the estab­ 
lishment of a Socialist society or 
even a Communist society,” he 
said. 
The Chinese Communist policy 
towards religion, he indicated, is 
to recognize its impact on the 
masses and seek to use it for its 
own ends. 
To do so, it has placed religion 
under patriotic control and im­ 
prisoned priests and missionaries, 
both Chinese and foreign, who re­ 
sisted this move. 
The purged religions which have 
emerged have been given at least 
surface freedom. The churches, 
mosques 
and 
temples 
remain 
open, in some cases they have 
been repaired or reconstructed, 
and religious believers have been 
free to attend them. 
Chang, 
whose department is 
concerned with minorities, did not 
specify what mistakes had been 
made. 
He made it clear, however, that

Elwyn 
Jones and Peter Solomon, went 
to the home of Justice Mocatta in 
suburban St. John’s Wood and ob­ 
tained a writ to block attempts to 
move him. 
The judge’s acion is believed to 
be unprecedented in British legal 
history. Officially, Soblen has not 
been admitted to Britain.

status is regarded by the home 
office as in transit, a move de­ 
signed to avoid involved deporta­ 
tion proceedings. 
Soblen jumped $100,000 hail and 
fled to Israel last week on a 
forged Canadian passport.
